Headers  of  The  Cit 
izen  will  reinemher,  that  in  last  week’s 
issue  there  was  a  letter  to  the  Orkiujt 
Chronicle  relating  to  the  preservation 
of  the  elms.  One  of  the  objects 
calling  the  present  meeting,  is  to  hold 
a  council  to  see  what,  if  anything,  can 
be  done  towards  preventing  the  dep 
reflations  of  the  elm  destroyer  this 
coining  year. 

We  are  aware  that  there  is  a  feelinj 
of  discouragement  regarding  remedies 
agaiust  the  ravages  of  the  elm  lieqfcle. 
Nor  is  this  to  be  wondered  at  since 
we  have  seen  many  tried  and  n(>ue 
succeed.  The  grass  rojie  and  print 
er’s  ink,  so  extensively  tried  through 
out  the  town,  was  an  utter  failure,  and 
the  kerosene  oil  can  was  hardly  mdac 
successful.  Many  other  schemes  were 
tried  here  and  there,  hut  were  all 
about  as  effacacious  -ns  hair  tonics. 
There  was  much  faith  but  no  cure. 

Still  as  long  as  there  is  any  hope, 
endeavors  should  still  be  made  to  pre¬ 
serve  a  beauty  which  a  half  a  centu  ry 
of  time  would  not  again  replace,  if  now 
lost.  Mr.  William  H.  Dodd,  a  brother 
of  our  fellow  citizen  Mr.  N.  Harvey 
Dodd,  will  be  present  at  the  meeting 
next  Tuesday  evening,  and  will  have 
something  to  say  about  his  expel* 
iencc*8  in  fighting  all  sorts  of  huge, 
worms  and  hex-ties,  and  the  elm  beet  < 
in  particular.  Suggestions  from 
practical  ^au  cannot  fail  to  be  entei 
taining,  and  we  most  earnestly  hope 
useful  as  well,  in  the  present  emer 
genev. 


Statist ica  Concerning  fleer. 

Professor  Sohwackhofer  delivered  a 
lecture  recently  to  the  Vienna  Hygienic! 
society  on  the  subject  of  beer.  After 
giving  some  statistics  on  the  consumption 
of  thi9  beverage,  the  lecturer  went  on  to 
descrilie  its  manufacture  and  adulteration. 
The  birthplace  of  beer  is  Egypt.  A  pap¬ 
yrus  has  been  discovered  on  which  a 
father  reproaches  his  son  for  lounging 
atiout  in  taverns  ami  drinking  too  much 
beer.  From  the  Egyptians  the  art  of 
brewing  descended  to  the  Ethiopians. 
While  the  Romans  despised  beer,  the 
Germans  of  the  uorth  of  Kuropo  fully  ap¬ 
preciated  its  good  qualities.  However, 
the  refreshing  draught  became  more  popu¬ 
lar  in  the  first  half  of  the  Middle  Ages. 
In  tbe  beginning  only  convents  obtained 
the  monopoly  of  brewing  beer,  but  later 
on  the  privilege  was  extended  to  lay  cor¬ 
porations.  In  Austria  the  first  hrexyery 
whs  established  in  Vienna  in  15G0.  and 
beer  soon  became  the  favorite  beverage  of 
all  classes  of  society.  At  present  the 
yearly  production  throughout  the  whole 
world  amounts  to  5,600,000  gallons:  Eng¬ 
land  taking  the  lead,  with  about  2,000,- 
000. — Popular  Science  News. 


Urt-MSlng  Soldier*’  Feet.

ered  with  sand  or  ashes)  to  be  entirely  removed 
from  off  the  flagging  or  planks  in  front  thereof, 
under  the  penalty  of  three  dollars  for  every  such 
ueglec-t.no  be  forfeited  and  l>aid  by  the  said  owner, 
occupant  or  i<eraou  having  charge  thereof,  sev¬ 
erally  and  respectively  ;  provided  that  this  sec¬ 
tion  shall  uot  apply  to  aliy  sidewalk  which  a>  all 
u.  t  at  the  time  have  be*  0  laid  either  to  the  whole 
width  ora  part  thereof,  with  flaggiug. cement,  con¬ 
crete  plank  or  hoards.

The  young  men  who  (lance  are  probably 
engaged  in  their  fathers’  offices  or  counting 
rooms,  and  have  to  be  at  their  desks  at  least 
by  U  o'clock  or  0:o0  in  the  morning. *  As 
it  is  not  fashionable  to  arrive  at  a  ball  until 
midnight  or  after,  the  breaking,  up  time  is 
seldom  before  5.  A  nian  to  be  at  his  office 
by  9  must  be  up  at  latest  by  8,  so  he  has  less  ! 
than  three  hours'  s’eep,  after  a  day’s  work 
and  a  night's  hal’d  play.  To  pull  himself  to¬ 
gether  he  is  apt  to  indulge  in  a  morhing 
coektail  and  a  champagne  lunch,  anil  the  re¬ 
sult  is  that  he  is  ruthqr  a  poor  specimen  of 
humanity  by  the  time  he  reaches  his  forties. 
Then  he  sees  the  follies 'of  his  ways,  but  it  is 
too  late.  The  fashionable  hour  for  dinner 
parties  is  about  tue  same  here  os  in  England 

•7  for  ordinary  dinner  parties,  8  when  they 
partake  of  the  nature  of  a  banquet.  All  this 
is  as  silly  os  it  is  bad  for  a  man,  or  a  woman 
either;  but  it  is  harder  on  the  men,  for  they 
have  to  go  to  work  the  next  day,  while  a 
woman  can  lie  a-bed  and  rest.  If  it  was  not 
that  athletics  have  taken  such  a  hold  in  this 
country  (it  is  English  tc|  be  athletie),  tbe  re- 
-jsult  of  these  late  hours  would  be  even  more 
marked ;  but  a  man  gets  j  pretty  well  built  up 
in  tbe  summer  and  fall,  arnj  can  stand  a  win¬ 
ter  campaign  better  than  if  he  hadn’t  spent 
60  much  time  oof  of  doors. — “Brunswick”  in 
Boston  Gazette.

Negroes  do  not  make  the  best  sailors, 
but  are  useful  in  tho  Cabin,  ahd  there  are 
usually  two  or  three  aboard  every  ship. 
But  the  best  seamen  are  rarely  anything 
more.  The  men  who  rise  to  be  officem 
are  almost  always  Americans,  English¬ 
men  or  Germans. — Edwin  Atwell. 


Starvation  Among  the  Eskimo. 

When  the  food  supply  of  the  Eskimo 
village  is  reduced  to  that  point  where 
physical  weakness  ensues  among  the 
members,  the  distribution ^o(it  among 
the  people  is  ho  longer  equal,  xlie  good, 
able  bodied  hunters  among  them  still  re¬ 
ceive  from  the  amount  enough  to  keep 
them  in  strength,  and  when  this  is  no 
fonger  sufficient  to  go  around  among  all 
of  them,  the  better  of  these  even  yet  are 
on  full  rations,  until  it  gets  down  to  tho 
best  hunter,  who  is  kept  in  good  physical 
condition  until  the  last  morsel  disap- 
H’ars. — Frederick  Scliwatka  in  St.  Louis 
lepubliean. 


Silva  Porto,  a  famous  Portuguese  trav¬ 
eler  and  slave  trader,  who  died  at  Bihe, 
ill  Africa,  recently,  was  the  first  white 
man  to  cross  the  Dark  Continent.  He

Of  all  current  meteorological  phe¬ 
nomena,  rainfall  is  the  most  irregular, 
both  as  to  time  and  place.  The  rainfall 
of  one  year  may  bo  double  or  treble  that 
of  the  year  before  or  the  year  following. 
At  any  one  station  these  fluctuations  aro 
ordinarily  so  great  as  to  tborouglily  mask 
any  secular  change.  It  may  vary  greatly 
from  place  to  place,  even  though  the  dis¬ 
tance  be  small,  while  the  change  of  tho 
location  of  a  g^uge  from  the  ground  to 
the  top  of  a  house  may  mako  it  give  very 
different  indications.  For  these  reasons 
it  is  apparent  that  reliable  results,  in  re¬ 
gal’d  to  a.  general  increase  or  decrease  of 
rainfall,  are  to  be  obtained  only  by  com¬ 
bining  a  large  number  of  observations 
scattered  over  many  years  and  over  the 
greatest  possible  variety  of  conditions.— 
Henry  Gannett  in  Science.
